On top of that, the UAW presi- 


dent disclosed as new bargain- 
ing opened that the union wants 
bonuses based on profits at the 
end of the fiscal year, just as 
company executives get bonuses 
and stockholders get extra divi- 
dends. 


Reuther repeatedly has failed 


to gain profit sharing from the 
Big Three in past negotiations. 
There have been no indications 
the companies are any more 
disposed to agree to it now.

Perez himself struck out in 


his first appearance 
against 


Hunter in the 12th inning. Hun- 
ter was still around in the 15th 
when the Reds' right-handed 
slugger came up again and hit 
his game-winner. 


"He threw a curve the first 


pitch," Perez said, "but I was 
looking for a fast ball because 
he threw me two fast balls when 
he struck me out.

fessional who lost the title four 
years ago in a playoff with 
New Zealand left-hander Bob 
Charles, and has been knocking 
on the door ever since. 


Nicklaus, the Columbus, Ohio, 


holder of both the 1966 British 
Open and the 1967 American 
Open, disagreed violently. 


Nicklaus, 11-4 favorite to re- 


peat teed off in the knowledge 
that "It's easier to defend atitie 
than to win one." He forecast 
that a little bit of wind off the 
Mersey Sound could shoot the 
winning score up to as much as 
290. 


"Not so," said Rodgers. "The 


old tradition here of 70 never 
being broken easily could fail 
this time, and it might turn out 
that the Open record will go 
down." 


The record for the 107-year- 


old Open is 276, set at Troon in 
Scotland by Arnold Palmer in 
1962. Bobby Jones was happy 
with his 291 here at Hoylake in 
1930, the year of his Grand 
Slam. 


A strange turn of weather 


gave the field of 130, including 
eight Americans, the chance to 
be wrong one way or the other 
about how to cope with the Hoy- 
lake's 6,995-yard, par 72 seaside 
links. 


Hot sun and balmy breezes 


dried out the course and the big 
guns of the game, like Nicklaus, 
were settling for such things as 
a one under par 71 in their final 
practice rounds.

Edwards Ends 
10 Years of 
Service 


B. W. Edwards retires from 


the Hope Water & Light Com- 
mission after serving 10 years 
as chairman of the commission. 
Mr. Edwards Is the first mem- 
ber of the original commission, 
appointed June 18, 1957 to re- 
tire. The original commission 
was appointed on staggered terms 
of two to ten years, Mr. Ed- 
wards 
drawing the 10 year 


appointment was elected as chair- 
man. As the original appoint- 
ments expired, each member has 
accepted reappolntment to a 10 
year term, leaving the same 
members 
functioning for 10 


years. 


William E. (Bill) ToUeson was 


appointed as the new replacement 
on the Board. The appointment 
is for a period of 10 years. The 
Board reorganized, naming Al- 
bert Graves as chairman and 
Bill Tolleson to a newly created 
position of vice-chairman. He will 
function as chairman in the ab- 
sence of the chairman and carry 
a part of the responsibility for 
directing the commission. Mr. 
Roy Anderson will continue as 
secretary of the commission. 


The members of the com- 


mission have actually served 11 
years. Mayor Olie Olsen appoint- 
ed this group in July 1956, under 
an existing law providing for a 
Utility Commission. 
The 1957 


legislature passed a bill, intro- 
duced by Representative Talbot 
Field, Jr. to provide for the exist- 
ing organization. After this be- 
came a law, the Hope City Council 
reorganized the Water & Light 
commission under the new law 
and Mayor Olsen reappointed the 
original commission. Mayor Ol- 
sen said the Water & Light Sys- 
tems were big business, and 
needed the best management the 
community could provide. He said 
that he and the City Council de- 
cided to try to enlist a com- 
mission composed of the finest 
business men in the City, and 
that it required some persuasion 
to enlist this group of men. 


That the choices were good is 


born out by the phenomenal de- 
velopment and growth of these 
systems during this 11 year 
period. 


When 
the commission took 


over, the electric system was 
badly outdated and low voltage 
was a common complaint. The 
generating plant needed addition- 
al equipment and the operation 
was involved in serious labor 
trouble. The Water System was 
inadequate, and there was no 
overhead storage. Due to the 
condition of the water system 
the Rating Bureau was on the 
verge of raising insurance rates 
In the community. The systems 
had outstanding debt of around 
$750,000. 


Instead of expanding the Pow- 


er Plant, the commission se- 
cured a wholesale connection with 
the Arkansas Power & Light 
Company and at rates consider*

adminsterlng the oath of office 
to Bill Tolleson, who replaces 
B. W. Edwards on the Hope 
Water 
& Light Commission. 


Judge Brown administered the 
oath to the original Water & 
Light Commission 10 years ago 
and this is the first replacement 
to the group. Others in the pic- 
ture 1 to r, Albert Graves, Ho- 
bert LaGrone, Lloyd Spencer, 
Roy Anderson and B. W. Ed- 
wards. 


ably lower than the City had ever 
been able to produce power at 
the old plant. Over $1,250,000 
has been spent on systems im- 
provements. The improvements 
include a 500,000 gallon over- 
head storage water tank and sev- 
eral miles of additional water 
mains. The electric system, in- 
cluding all rural lines have been 
almost completely rebuilt and 
there is no area in the system 
that does not have good service 
and constant voltage. The out- 
standing bonds have been paid 
down to $233,000 and the system 
has enough funds on hand to pay 
them off. The surplus funds, 
however, are invested in 4 per- 
cent securtles, while the interest 
on the old outstanding bonds av- 
erage about 2 
l/z percent. During 


this time the electric rates have 
been lowered twice and Hope now 
enjoys some of the lowest elec-' 
trie rates in the state. 


Revenues from the systems 


have, during this time, been used 
for a great many community im- 
provements. Over $150,000 has 
been spent to provide improve- 
ments to the Hope High School, 
County Library, the Vocational 
Technical School, Park improve- 
ments, new Chamber of Com- 
merce building and remodeling 
of the City Hall. In addition, an 
extensive mercury vapor light- 
ing system has been put in and 
a complete street marking pro- 
gram. Other special projects in- 
clude the purchase of machinery 
and equipment for the Street and 
Sanitation Departments which has 
amounted to $80,000. 


Recently , the Water & Light 


Systems put up $200,000 as the 
City's share of a program of 
water lines and roads to the In- 
dustrial Areas and the purchase 
of $45,000 worth of new street 
machinery. Mr. Edwards says 
that he feels that the City's uti- 
lity business Is well developed 
along sound business lines and 
that it is time for some younger 
people to step into the direction 
of these affairs.

military effort in Vietnam. 


"I can't comment on what 


additional troops, if any, will be 
sent," the defense chief told 
newsmen who met him at An- 
drews Air Force Base, Md., 
where he arrived from Saigon 
just before midnight Tuesday. 


He refused flatly to give any 


idea about the course of the air 
war, saying "I never comment 
on future operations." 


The effectiveness of the bomb- 


ing in North Vietnam was a 
prime topic during McNamara's 
conference with Gen. William C. 
Westmoreland, U.S. commander 
in 
Vietnam, 
and other key 


American 
military 
leaders 


there. 


McNamara re-stated what he 


said is a two-year-old policy this 
way: "What the military com- 
manders feel necessary to carry 
out the military operations that 
are required to meet our limited

Vietnam will be sent." 


Westmoreland is reported to 


have asked for up to 140,000 
more fighting men. Present U.S.

Current Pentagon speculation 


centers on the possibility John- 
son will approve possibly two 
more division forces, totaling 
possibly 70,000 men, spread over 
a period of months. 


Army officials said they could 


handle such an increase, and 
possibly even a bigger one, by 
increasing the draft rather than 
calling up reservists. 


The strongest possibility ap- 


peared to be the addition of one 
division force, totaling about 35,- 
000 men, to plug gaps left by 
Army troops moving into the 
central highlands and the north- 
ernmost provinces to bolster 
other Army and Mirine troops 
against serious North Vietnam- 
ese probes.

Over Trouble 
In Hong Kong

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
State 


Department officials concerned 
about the rapid growth of vio-, 
lence in Hong Kong will not 
comment on; what understand* 
ings, if any, exist between the 
United States and Britain for 
defense of the crown colony off 
China. 


Legal authorities at the State 


Department make it clear there 
is no formal commitment by the 
United States to defend Hong 
Kong. But the extent to which 
there may be a private under- 
standing is not being disclosed. 


State Department press offi- 


cer Robert J. McCloskey was 
asked if there is a U.S. policy in 
the event Hong Kong is attacked 
from the Chinese mainland. He 
said there is such a policy but 
the situation has not arisen and 
he would not discuss it further. 


There are approximately 6,000 


Americans who are residents of 
Hong Kong and there Is a so- 
called floating population of 1,- 
000 to 1,500 more Americans 
visiting there. 


McCloskey advised U.S. tour- 


ists Tuesday that it would be 
prudent to take into account the 
present turmoil before visiting, 
the island. At this point there is 
no ban on travel there. 


Legal experts said that while 


there is no written understand- 
ing between the United States 
and Britain comparable to the 
defense

between the 


United States and Nationalist 
China, Hong Kong has been dis- 
cussed on a confidential basis.
